Crickhowell  is  a large  District  in  South  Breconshire, 
mainly  mountainous  in  character,  with  an  acreage  of  46,l40  acres. 


The  District  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes,  Crickhowell, 
Cwmdu,  Llanbedr,  Llanelly,  Llangattock,  Llangenny,  Llangynidr  and 
Par trishow,  which  are  mainly  agricultural  where  the  workers  are 
employed  in  farm  work,  forestry  and  quarrying* 

The  District  also  supplies  labour  to  the  Elvicta 
Ilandtools  Factory  in  Crickhov/ell,  British  Nylon  Spinners  Ltd,, 

Pontypool,  Richard  Thorns  and  Baldwins  Ltd,,  Steelworks,  Ebbw  Vale 
and  the  Glascoed  Ordnance  Factory,  Usk, 


The  re-housing  of  families  from  unfit  dwellings  continues 
together  with  applicants  from  the  ordinary  lists  in  cases  of  hardship, 
illness  and  overcrowding. 

Tenants  are  selected  with  the  asr;istance  of  a Points 
Scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  so  as  to  allocate  houses  to  families  in 
the  greatest  need,  conditions  of  existing  accommodation,  overcrowding 
and  health  circumstances,  all  rating  for  ‘'points  a.ward”. 


Uhen  Council  houses  are  allocated  to  applicants  their 
old  houses  are  inspected  with  a view  to  their  future  use  being  considered. 
These  houses,  if  they  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  cannot  be 
reixiired  at  reasonable  expense  are  then  covered  by  a Demolition  Order 
or  Closing  Order,

School  Medical  Service,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
and  the  provision  of  school  meals  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUHST..NCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


'■VhTER. 

The  South-East  Dreconshire  '<''ater  Joard  are  responsible  for  the 
public  water  supijlies  in  this  Council's  area. 

The  Council's  area  has  a piped  water  supply  to  all  centres 
of  population  served  mainly  from  local  s]jrings  harnessed  to  small 
local  reservoirs.  Tiie  supiolies  to  Llangenny,  Glangrv/yney , 
Crickho\/ell  (iiart),  Gilwern  (part)  and  Elackrock  are  chlorinated. 

Those  are  now  sampled  regularly  by  the  V/ater  Board,  but,  as  in  the 
past,  bacteriological  results  vary  considerably  due  to  the  catchment 
areas  frequently  being  unfenced  agricultural  ground.  However,  the 
Water  Board  have  now  commenced  their  comprehensive  scheme  to  harness 
their  three  main  sources  to  a large  grid  distribution  system  that  v/ill 
supply  an  adequate  and  pure  water  to  all  areas,  and  so  dispense  with 
the  present  local  springs  v;hich  can  be  doubtful  and  poor  in  yield,

In  spite  of  farm  surveys,  and  the  offer  of  treatment  under 
Contract,  the  response  has  been  iX)or  and  only  twelve  f£\rms  v;ore 
continually  under  contract. 

Contracts  have  also  been  signed  for  Cwrt-y-gollen  Military 
Camp,  Tyraawr  School,  Tyimwr  Farm  and  Blvicta  Ilandtools  Factory,

Choltenliam  and  Clydach  Sewerage  System, 

Ihe  Cheltenham  and  Clydach  Sewerage  System  has  now  been 
completed  and  is  in  operation,  Tliis  extremely  difficult  scheme 
has  brought  modern  drainage  facilities  to  some  2^0  existing. 
dv;e llings  and  other  premises  situated  on  each  side  of  the  steep 
Clydach  Valley,  The  sewer  "runs”  had  to  be  carefully  planned 
on  the  sides  of  the  valley  to  enable  all  premises,  above  and  below 
the  old  main  road,  to  be  connected,  and  the  scheme  includes  three 
crossings  of  the  Heads  of  the  Valleys  Trunk  Road,  and  the  Council 
exercised  sound  foresight  in  arranging  for  these  crossings  to  be 
installed  during  the  construction  of  the  Heads  of  the  Valleys  Road 
which  took  place  prior  to  formal  approval  of  the  sewerage 
scheme. 


The  new  system  is  connected  to  the  upper  end  of  the  Gilwern 
system  at  the  Saleyard  area,  and  this  necessitated  the  replacement 
of  the  Forge  Hammer  Pumps  with  pumps  of  larger  capacity. 

The  Aberbaiden  Sewage  Works  has  been  extended  to  provide 
accommodation  for  Clydach,  and  the  future  development  in  Gilwern 
and  Govilon,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  vdiole  scheme  is  approximately 
£90,000,0,0d. 

The  Contractors  worked  quick3;y  and  efficiently  under  the 
suxxjrvision  of  your  Clerk  of  Vi/orks,  and  very  few  comiDlaints  were 
received  from  residents  of  the  area. 


Criclvhovjell  and  Llanp;attock  Seweraf;;e  System. 

Tills  system  has  operated  satisfactorily  v/ith  no  major 
brcakdov/ns,  and  ;,amples  of  the  final  effluent  indicates  sufficient 
treatment  apart  -^rom  a hi[jh  suspended  solids  content  iirobahly 
due  to  insufficient  humus  chamber  capacity*  Tlieoretically  those 
VJorks  are  overloaded,  and  your  Consulting  Engineers  have  been 
requested  to  prepare  a scheme  to  enlarge  the  VJorks  to  acconvmodate 
present  and  future  development* 

Other  Schemes, 


Llanbedr  Sewerage  System  and  the  seven  housing  estate 
systems  have  operated  satisfactorily,  but  routine  sampling  by 
the  Usk  xd-ver  Authority  has  indicated  poor  results  at  Llanbedr 
and  Llangynidr,  Tlie  former  is  due  to  insufficient  sewage  entering 
the  V-Jorks  and  the  latter  to  overloading. 

The  Bwlch  and  Llangynidr  Scheme  is  now  being  drawn  up 
in  detail  by  your  Consulting  Engineers  preparatory  to  the  invitation 
of  tenders. 

The  Tretower  Village  Scheme  is  under  consideration 
by  the  VJelsh  Office,

Regular  maintenance  and  sludge  removal,  by  pumping 
with  the  VJickhara  Towed  Diesel  Pumio,  has  been  carried  out  at  the 
treatment  plants  situated  at  the  following  Housing  Estates 

Penallt,  Penllwyn,  St,  Michael's  Close,  Groesffordd, 

Glasfryn  Terrace  and  also  the  Village  of  Llanbedr* 

The  treatment  plants  at  Glangrv/yney  and  Llangenny  are 
pumped  out  and  the  sludge  taken  away  by  Contractors'  Tarlcer  at 
three  monthly  intervals*  Hiis  was  arranged  to  prevent  smell 
nuisance  to  occupiers  of  houses  in  the  locality* 

Daily  maintenance  has  boon  given  to  the  two  larger 
public  sev/age  works  at  Crickhowell  and  Gilwern,  and  to  the 
eleven  electrically  operated  sewage  pumiJs  in  the  area. 

The  pumps  have  been  given  regular  inspection  by  the 
Insurance  Company  Inspectors  and  their  reports  have  been 
satisfactory.
